Given delay in Chinese response, we assume that, 

even if we hear from them later today, March 30, or 

tomorrow, we should decline accept April 1 and 2 

because of lateness their reply. April 3 would also 

seem precluded unless they express agreement by 

tomorrow. Any other dates they may suggest will be 

referred to Department .

will make press announcement in accordance past practice
